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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the examiners arguments that 
previously argued element "user selects a photographic image for routing" is not recited in the claim applicant cites sections of the claim 
which do not recite this feature. Instead applicant has cited two different steps An "allowing" step and a "providing step". While these 
features have some similarities to the language which applicant had argued they are not the same. Applicant argues that Kimikawa does 
not teach these "allowing" and "providing" steps. The examiner notes that Kimikawa is not relied upon for the "allowing" step. Kimikawa is 
only relied upon for the "providing" step. The claim as a whole is rejected by the combination of Kimikawa with other references applicant is 
arguing these two steps with respect to Kimikawa alone which is not a valid argument with respect to a 103 rejection. In effect applicant is 
arguing Kimikawa does not teach the providing step because it allegedly does not contain elements from previous steps. While the 
"providing" step refers to elements in the previous steps Kimikawa does not have to preform the selection in the same manner as the 
previous steps as taught by other refences for the combination of Kimikawa and other references to teach the claim as a whole. As stated 
in the rejection Beradduchi teaches the "allowing" step and Kimikawa teachs the "providing" step and the combination of the two (and other 
references) teach those two steps as claimed in claim 1. 
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
